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PART Tz EMPLOYMENT & NON-RURAL INDUSTRIES. 


Employ men + (New South Wales) 
GENERAL: 


Total employment in non-rural industries continues to increase though 
at a slower rate than during 1946. Between July, 1945 and June, 1947 the 
number of male employees rose by 131,000 to 672,000, indicating that about two 
thirds of the 200,000 servicemen discharged during that period entered non-rural 
employment, the rcst boing cmployers, workers on own account or rural workers. 
A small number of ox-servicomon is still undergoing full timo training. Apart 
from these,most discharged men available for jobs havo now ontered omployment. 
Tho number of fomalc omploycos (252,000 in May and Juno, 1947) is near the poak 
lovel of the war ycars and 50% higher then at outbrcoak of war. 


With demobilisation complcted and uncnployment insignificant, no furthcr 
substantial increaso in the numbcr of mon and women offcring for work can be 
oxpectod oxcept fromnatural incrcase, immigration or transfers of sdlf-employers 
to wage carning ciployment. Construction of new factories and extension of 
existing plants, as well as the house building and public works programmeswill 
requiro progressively more labour during the coming months, and it is likely 
that the 40-hours week, which was introduced in July, may have a similar effect. 
The Industrial Relations Conforonce of reprosontatives of the Governiuent, 
employers and omployeos,which was held in Canbcorra in August, stressed the need 
for increased production if shortages are to be relicved and living standards 
to be maintained. It stated that man-power and coal-producticn formed the major 
bottlonecks for production, and called for greater intensity and efficiency in 
production, increased mechanizaticn, prevention of disputes and eappcaled alsc to 
war-workers (whc havo given up oployment) to return to work.

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COMMONWEALTH EiiPLOYMENT SERVICE (N.S.W.): 


Vacancies registered with Commonwealth Employment Service offices 
for juvenile and adult male and female labour now greatly exceed the numbers 
of those waiting for placement. The number of unplaccd men (unemployed or 
wishing to change jobs)has fallen from 12,900 in January to 6,900 in June. 
Only 1,400 of these were in receipt of unemployment benefits. A recent State 
survey of the Commonwealth Employment Service suggests that no serious pockets 
of unemployment exist. Most of those recciving benefits are only fit for light 
or medium types of work. A small labour surplus in some country towns will be 
absorbed as more industrics move to the country, and in many districts, by 
public works; there is sufficient altornative demand for labour to absorb the 
seasonal surplus from the pastoral industrics. 


Apart from a gencral shortage of labour in Sydney, additional labour 
is noeded in the mining and hoavy industrics, in the sawmilling industry and in 
some of the recently established factories in country towns.

EMPLOYEES IN INDUSTRIES: 


Absence of major industrial disputes in June and continuing 
expansion of industry is indicated by the risc in factory omployment to 
335,500. The numbor of omployoes in the building and construction industries 
has risen from 34,900 at the ond of the war te 56,700 in June, 1947 but is 
still bolow the level of July, 1939. About 60% of employees in that group 
aro engaged in building and repair work, and the remainder on construction and 
maintenance of roads, railtracks, dams ctc. Increascd employrient in road, 
rail and air transport industrics is shown in the stoady rise in the transport 
group from 100,500 in July, 1945 and 110,200 in July, 1946 to 115,600 in June, 
1947. Rotail traders and comercial bank and insurance companics continuo to 
increase their staffs.

EMPLOYEES IN FACTORIES: 


Employment in all classes of factories has increased 
in recent months (excepting food, drink and tobacco works,which are subject to 
seasonal fluctuations). Construction of new factories and expansion of 


existing plant is continuing,particularly in tho Sydney area, in new industrial 


areas such as Villewood. end St. Mary's and in country centres (Goulburn, 
Temworth and Cessnock). The shortage of skilled tradesmen in many industries 
remains acute. Shortage of mtcrials has led to retronchments in some 
instances, but workers affected aro usuelly absorbed in other factorios.

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COAL PRODUCTION: 


Coal production in New South Wales in June end during the early 
part of July averaged nearly 250,000 tons a week, the best result so far this 
yeare This rate of production would need to be maintained continuously if all 
essuntial requirements for coal, as calculated in the Davidson Report of 1946, 
werc to be satisficd. But for the first 28 wecks of thc current ycar,output 
totalled only 5.55 million tons, that is a wockly rate of 213,000 tons (cxeluding 
the holiday period in January). Underground production for the 28 week period in 1947 
1947 was slightly lower than for the samc period of 1946, but there has bcen a 
considcrablc incrcase in open cut output particulerly in the Western District.

TRON & STEEL PRODUCTION, GAS & ELECTRICITY CONSUMPTION: 


Pig iron production in New South Wales and Whyalle in 1946-47 
totalled about 1.14 million tons, that is 16% above the everage of three 
pro-war years, but less than during the war- yoars,whon output rceched 
1.56 million tons (1941-42). Stcol production in New South Wales was about 
1.23 million tons in 1946-47, 9% morc than the pro-war avorage but woll below 
the wartime level (1.7 million tons in 1941-42). Accumulatcd wartime demands, 
newly established industrics and the housing programme have greatly inercased 
iron and stcol requiroments and curront output is insufficiont to meet all 
demands. 


Gas and clectricity consumption in Sydney has steadily inercased 
during ond since the war, and was 61% above pro-war level in 1946-47.

TIMBER IMPORTS : 


During 1946-47 only 67 million supcrfcet of timbcr wore impcrtcd 

into New Scuth Wales from cvcrscas as against 70 million supcr fect in 1945-46 
and about 200 million super foct in 1936-39. Thc inereascd world demand for 
timber, shortage of shipping and high prices have greatly reduced the supply 

of timbcr from Amcrica ond Canada. The dcubling of the value cf timber impcrts 
in spite cf the heavy drop in quantitics is duc to the grcatly increased import 
prices end, partly, tc the fact that since the war most timber is imported as 
sawn timber,(Pre-war tinber impcerts werc mainly logs.)

Intorstate impcrts of tinbor by sea intc Sydney in 1946-47 were 
also considerably sualler than befcre the war. [Efforts aro being meade to 
replace scno typos cf timber previcusly imported by lceal timbers, and the 
local cutput of tinbcr has becn inercased during and since the war years. 


NOW SOUTH WAIES RATIWAYS: 


Pussongor traffic on New Scuth Weles railways in 
1946-47 was slightly below the rcecrd figure of 1945-46 but cxccedce the vor 
time level and was 40%, highcr than in 1938-39. The tonnage of goods carricd 
in 1946-47 also execedced the pre-war level. The inerceaso in traffic during the 
wer years has led to a more intensive use of rolling stock with tho rosult thet 
gross earnings rose by 58% betweon 1938-39 anc 1946-47, but this wes grcatly 
cexecedec by the rise in working cxpcnscs (79%), end the surplus of gross earnings 
Over working cxpenses in 1946-47 was only £4.47 millions, as compared with 
£6.38 millions in 1945-46 and £4.61 millicns in 1938-39. Thc surplus on 
cpcrations for 1946-47 plus the Governnent's contribution cof £800,000 fcr 
Cevelopricntel lines will not be sufficient tc meet the annual capitel charges 
(intorcst, sinking fund otc.), which totalled £7.03 rmillicns in 1945-46. The 
risc in working cxpenses is rainly due tc higher costs of labour and raterial, 
anc is cxpected tc continuc for 1947-48 because of the cffcct cf reccnt wage 
inercases and of the 40-hcur week. To meet the dcficiency,railwey farcs are to 
be inereased substantially.

GOVERNVENT TRIMS AND BUSES (Sydnoy and Neweastlc). 


The number cf passenger journcys on trans anc buses in 1946-47 
(490,000 in Sycney end 44,000 in Newcastle) wos slightly below the war-time 
peok of 1944-45; as gross carnings wore highor this was prcbably not duo to a 
cecline in traffic but to the partial abcliticn cf wartime foodcor scrvicos and 
censequcntly longer through runs. Compcoring 1938-39 with 1946-47 passengor 
jcurnoys have increascd by 40%, cross carnings by 35% anc working expensos by 
63% in Sydney, (83%, 104% ond 1457 respectively in Newecstle), tho rise in 
expenses beins rainly duc tu higher staff costs. For exch cf the years 1932-33 
tc 1943-44 ,zross earnings cf the Sydney sorvices oxecedod the total of working 
exponscs, depreciation und capital’ dcbt charces, but in 194445 and 1945-46 a 
net deficit cf £97,000 and £346,000 rosulted, end for 1946-47 gross earnings 
were not even sufficiont to meet working expenscs. To the 1946-47 doficit of 
£122,000 cn working acccunt (Sydney and Newcastle) must be udded doprociation 
and debt charges, which totalled £488,000 in 1945-46. Introduction cf the 40-hcur 
weok will further increase working expcnses during the current yecr, and 
replacercnt cf rollinc stcck will require wore capital expenditure. Incroascs 
in trar and bus forcs which came intc force on 1st July, 1947 are dosigned to 
ineronse carnihgs by ovor £1 million for 1947-48.

MOTOR VEHICLES REGISTRATIONS: 

Sars, Resistrations of now motor cars in Junc, 1947 totalled 867, that 
is an improvement cver carlier months but still only half the pre-war avercpes 
The Department of Rocd Transport holds about 21,000 applications for new cars, 
ane at the rate at which new cars are ccring on the market at present there is 
ho prospect fcr an ecrly satisfaction cf the deranc. World production of cere 
is cnly now approaching pre-war levels but the dexenc fcr cars has inereascd and 
the backlog accunuleted during the wor years remains unsatisfied, Shortaces of

NINE TRADING BANKS: 


New South Wales. 

Trading bank deposits in New South Wales rose from £117 millions in 
4939 to £225 millions in 1945 (June quarter averages) and by a further £14 
millions during 1945-46; but the rate of increase slowed down to £8 millions 
between the June quarters of 1946 and 1947. Intercst-bcaring doposits,which 
reached £78 millions in 1945, have since doclinod by £7 millions, whilo curront 
deposits rose by £17 millions in 1945-46 and £12 millions in 1946-47. 


Curtailment of private londing and ropayments reducod advances from 
£120 millions in 1939 to £83 millions in 1945 (Juno quartor averages) but the 
increase in 1946-47 has almost rostored the pro-war lovel, Boeausc of higher 
prices, howover, the volume of business finaneod in this way is much smallor than 


in 1938-39. 
A fall in deposits from £249 millions in April, 1947 to £244 millions 
in June seoms to be duc to soasonal influonces, such as termination of the wool 


and wheat sales and tax payments.

hithough the growth of bank deposits in Australia still continucs, 
the rate of inereaso has slackcned. The increases were £44 millions in 1945-46 
and £21 millions in 1946-473; deereasos in cach year of £11 millions in interest 
becring deposits wore offsct by incrot.ses in current deposits of £55 millions and 
#32 millions, respectively. 


During 1945 and 1946 domobilisation payments and other disbursements 
resulting from the war exerted an expansionary effect on tho banking system. 
Government spending is now on a smaller sccolo, and the Government used cash 
surpluses during 1946-47 to reduco short-torm debt. That contraction in credit 
more than offsct the re-coxpansion of advances, from £208 millions in June, 1945 
and £224 millions in Junc 1946 to £290 millions in Junc, 1947. 


Thore were significant changes in the composition of the trading banks' 
assots during the year 1946-47. Holdings of Government socuritics and Treasury 
bills foll by £68 millions, whilo there wore incroasos of £66 millions in 
advances tc customers, £2 millions in cash items, £17 millions in the Special 
Lecount with tho Cormcnwoalth Bank (offsotting 80% of the inercaso in custcners' 
doposits),end £4 willicns in other esscts (prcbably London Funds). 


In recent months the scascnal expansion of advances has made a heavy 
demand on the banks' cash rescurccs which vas not fully met by the funds 
availeble from the retiremcnt of Treasury bills and the "unfreczing" of a small 
Part of the balances on Special Account. Tho ratio of cash tc deposits stood 
et DA, and that of Cash & Trcesury bills to depcsits was WEE in June, 1947, as 
Compared with 12% in June, 1946.

SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITS IN NEW SOUTH WALES: 


There has been a stcady deelinc in sevings bank dopcsits from the 
peak of 4237.3 millicns reached in July, 1946 to £227.5 millions (oxcluding 
interest) at the ond cf Junc, 1947. Withdrawals during the first six mcnths 
of the current ycur avopaged £13 millions a month, as compared with a monthly 
average of £14.5 millions for the Jenuary-Juno poriod of 19463 and new deposit 
foll from £16.5 millions a month in 1946 (January-June) to an average of 
£12.5 millicns in 1947. Tho fall of £4.8 n@llions in total deposits during 
the year 1946-47 is not considcrable when comparcd with tho increase cf £38 
millicns in 1945-46 and an average incroase of £34.5 millicns for the threo 
proceeding war years.

INTER-BANK CLEARINGS _ SYDNEY. 


The trenc of business since the enc of the war is reflectod in the 
rising turncvcr at the Sydney clearing hcuse. During tho sceond half of 1946 
the valuo of transactions was 31% highcr than during the comparativo period 
of 1945. The incroase continued during the first six months cf 1947 but at a 
slowor rate. Cciparing the March and Juno quarters of 1947 with 1946 the 
incroase wos 12% and 21% respectively. Tho valuc of cheque clearings is now 
over twice as high as befcre the war but much of this rise is due tc higher 
price lovcls.

Lpproximato figures of Cori.onwealth Government acecunts for 1546-47 

show total rovenue for the year as £431 millions; an excess of £26 millicns over 

the budget estimate and of £40 millions over the previcus year's revenuc. 

Indirect taxes (custoris and oxcise, sales tax) accounted for most of tho increase 

above the estimates and yiclded more than last ycar's revenue althcugh rates 

wore reduced fro:. Decormbor, 1946. Income tex ecllections (including Social 

porvice Contributicns) for 1946-47 totallec approximmtoly £200 millions or 

7 tillions less than in 1945-46 when higher retes were in force. 


Non-war exponditure for the year was about £6 millicns below cstimate. 
Expenditure for social sorviccs totalled £62 ia liicns, about 29 miltiens) more 
then in 1945-46, the increase boing due nainly tc the greater cost cof invalid 
anc old age pensions cnd hospital benefits. Credits fro. Sccial Services 
Contributions and Pay Roll tax to the National Welfare Fund acuntecd to 
£64.€ millions, leaving a not addition of £2.6 millions tc the Fund. 


Expenditure for Defence and War II (£232 millions) included £25 
tillions granted to the United Kingdom, £8 millions for lend-lcase settloment, 
£18 millicns for internaticnal relicf and £30 millions fcr Price Stabilizetion 
subsidicos. Tho estimate for Defence and Wer II expenditure was exceeded by 
#11 millions because cf the United Kingdor grent which had not been included in 
the criginal cstinctes. 


The increaso in rcvonuce (£26 millions) and dcercase in ncn-war 
Oxpenditure (£6 millicns) on estinates, less the execss cf £11 millions under 
Defenee and War II, left a balance of £21 millions in the Consclidated Revenue 
Fund which has been used tc reduce expenditure fren the loan fund.

The valuo cf civilicn imports intc Australia rose fron 
£122.68 millions in 1945-46 tc £211.2 millions in 1946-47 while imports on 
Government account fell by £52.6 willions. Total imports of £230.2 millions 
for 1946-47 compare with £124.1 millicns in 1936-35, but as inport prices have 
more than dcubled since the cutbreak of war the vclume of imports in 1946-47 
wes probably woll below pre-war level.

THE SEASON: 


Rainfall in the sheep and wheat districts of the State was well 
below normal during April, May and June. Pastures are deteriorating, though 
the feed position is still fair in most districts. Rains are now needed in 
most parts of the wheat belt. Pastures are holding well in the dairying 
districts, and the condition of fcdder crcps is sotisfactory, except in the 
North where vory little rain fell in June.

WOOL: 


Wool sales in New Scuth Wales during the 1946-47 season (1946-47 clip) 
totalled 1,086,000 bales, that is the smallest quantity sold (or appraised) 
Since 1930-31, but because of the greatly increascd prices the value of sales 
reached £32.9 millions, the highest cn record fcr any season. The quantity and 
value cf the year's clip oxcced sales as the above figures do not include 
Now South Wales wocl sold in Albury and othcr States, nor wocl cxpcrted overseas 
pricr to sale. Salos in the Commonwealth for 1946-47 totalled 2,949,000 bales 
valued at £92.3 millicns which is also a rocord for values, the provicus highest 
having been £73.9 millions in 1943-44,

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Of the 1,086,000 bales sold in New South Welcs in 1946-47, 82% were 
sold in Sydney, 14% in Neoweastle and 4%, in Goulburn. The sales consisted of 
1,014,000 bales of groasy wool and 72,000 scoured wool. Offerings of scoured 
wool in Sydney have incroascd from 5% to 107% of the total since the war. At 
the end cf the season wool from the current clip remaining in store totalled 
41,000 bales, as ccmparcd with 14 thousand bales in June, 1946. Apart from 
clearances of current clip wool, large quantities of wool from earlier clips 
““". disposed under the appraisoment scheme were shipped during the year.

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Only about 2% of the wool cffered for sale in 194€=47 did not reach 
the rcesorve prico and was bought-in by Joint Organization. This ccnsisted 
mainly cf burry carbonising types for which the demind was not very strong. 
Jcint Organization held abcut 3.8 million bales of Australian wool atw.3Oth June, 
1946 and bought-in during th> your about 65,000 bales, but salcs roduced 
stocks to ..3 million balcs ct 30th June, 1947. ey 


Preparations are new being made for the resumpticn cf privato trading 
with Jepen, and it is expcdtcd that wool shipments to Japan will scon be 
increased substantially; tc date, only 7,500 bales have been shipped since the 
end of the war. Groat prcgross has been mde in the restcration of mill 
capacity in continental Europe, anc the demand frou Holland, Belgiwm, France, 
Italy, Switzerland and Czechoslovakia and from German mills cn British account 
is likely to continue strongly during the noxt season, but in scme cascs ercdit 
arrangements will have to be made tc enable these countrics to buy. The level 
of European demand will also depend on financial and econcnie assistance which 
they con obtain from Ainerica and elsewhere. American demand for Australian 
wool is expected to bo continucd fairly strcngly,as the domestic clip arcunts 
tc cnly a third of mill requirements and does nct produce the finer qualitics 
usod by worstod mills. There is also a growing market for wocl in the Middle 
Ecst and Eastern countries where new mills aro being cstablished. 


WHEAT: 


Returns of farmers (collected in April and May) indicate that the 
total area sown (or intended to be sown) with wheat in New South Walcs for 
the 1947-48 crop ig 5,195,000 acres. That is about 460,000 acres tore than 
in 1946-47, and the greatest acreage since the 1938-39 scascn. Late scwings 
following on rains in May and carly June may havo lec to sche increase in the 
area sown subsequont to collecticn cf farners' roturns. The area cut fcr hay 
or used for green fodder has varied from 280,000 to 600,000 ACrOS, in recent 
years, sc that the arca harvosted for wheat grain in 1947-48 may be in the 
vicinity of 5 millicn acres. As ¢cipared with Nace) EONInEs in 1947-48 
were about 277% heavier in the Northern Districts and 11% heavicr in eS 
Central districts anc 3% in the Scuthcrn districts. Wore rain is needed, 
particularly in northern districts where seeding has been delcyed. 


Thoro is no immediate prospect for thc rcelicf of the worlc wheat 
shortage although producticn in the mein exporting ccuntrios in 1946-47 was 
at a high level. Producticn of wheat, rye end meats in Eurcpe has not yot 
recovered and these ccuntries ecntinuc tc require more wheat imports than 
before the war. The Grop in the rice production in Asia hes elso led to on 
incroased domand for wheat from Eastern ccuntries. Consumption cf wheat in 
the exporting countrics themsclves has been high in recent years because oF 
Prevailing prosperous ccnditicns, but cffcorts are being maintained to provide 
as much for export as pcssible. Consequently, carry~cver stocks are low, anc 
exports in 1947-48 will again come mainly from current crops and there is risk 
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of transport hold-ups akin to those experienced in America last year. The 
following table,which is quoted from the Review of Warketing and Agricultural 
Economics,shows movements in the chief exporting countries:

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The minimum requiroments for whcat for Europe and Asia almost certainly 
exceed available supplics but the demand from the importing countries will 
dopond on their forcign exchenge resources and the willingness of the United 
Statcs and United Kingdom to provide finance for the requirements of Germany 
and Japan. Full clearance of wheat supplies at the present high ruling prices 
thercfore depends on the conclusion of satisfactory financial arrangements 
with the purchasing countrics. 


DAIRYING: 


Factory buttcr production in New South Wales for the twelve months 
ended June, 1947 totallcd 27,000 tons. - the lowest figure since 1920. For the 
three yoars proeeding the wor,production had averagod 49,600 tons; during the 
war it foll continuously to and stood ot 32,000 tons in 1944-45 with a slight 
improvement to 33,100 tons in 1945~46.

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The fall in butter cond chcoese production in recent years is mainly 
duc to the gencral dccline in dairying activity: the number of cows in milk 
in rogistcred dairics has fallen from 691,000 at 31st March, 1939 to 595,000 
in 1946. Thore has, however, been a considerable increase in the qunne ey 
of milk sold as fresh milk and used in the manufacture cf milk products. 


Milk supplies to the Sydney zone, althcugh highcr then last year, remein 
below current requircments. Rationing tc ecnsumers, after « temporary casing 
at the end of June, was re-introduced cs from 23rd July.
